Those  that  arc  in  vigor 
ating,  such  as  hubs  hull  and  cricket;  those 
that,  like  the  other*,  require  skill,  bin  oau 
not  be  commended  na  health  improving, 
such  as  chosa  and  checker*,  which,  although 
pleating  for  tha  time  at  toast,  keep  those 
who  play  them  front  worse  employ  man t,  aa 
well  a*  from  better.  Ha  stated  that  bil¬ 
liards  eras  an  idle  snd  luxurious  amusement, 
which  waa  too  expensive  to  be  indulged 
in  by  many  at  home,  and  surrounded  by 
evil  lufiueuce  abroad.  The  last  group, 
which  inaluded  games  of  chance,  card* 
dominoes  and  dice,  wen  condemned  with¬ 
out  qualifioetion.
